W ashington, December 4th.—To the Senste aud 
House of Representatives of the United States : It 
is provided by the Constitution that the President 
shall from tim e to tim e jiv e to the Conjress infor­ 
mation of the state of the Union, and recommend to 
their consideration such measures as he shr.il ju d je 
necessary and expedient. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
In reviewing the events of the year which has 
elapsed since the commencement of your session, I 
shall first call your attention to the gratifying condi­ 
tion of our foreign affsirs. 
Our intercourse with 
other Powers has continued to be of the most 
friendly character. Such slight differences as have 
arisen d urirg the year have been already settled or 
are likely to reach en early adjustm ent. The arrest 
of citizens of the United States in Ireland under le- 
cent iaws which owe their origin to the disturbed 
condition of th at country, has led to somewhat ex­ 
tended correspondence with the Government of 
Great Britain. 
A dispoeition to respect our rights 
has been practically manifested by the release of the 
arrested parties. 


INTEROCEANIC CANAL. 
The claim of this nation in regard to the super- 
r ision and control of the iuterr-ceanic canal aeros3 
the American isthm us has continued to be the sub­ 
ject of conference. 
It is likely th at it will be more 
powerful than discussion in removing the divergence 
between tire two nation», whose friendship is so 
closely cemented by the intimacy of their relations 
and the community of their interests. 


PROSCRIPTION OK JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
Our long established friendliness withTRussia has 
remained unbroken. 
It has prompted me to proffer 
the earnest counsels of this Government th at meas­ 
ures may be adopted for suppressing the proscrip­ 
tion which the Hebrew race in th at country has 
lately suffered. 
It has not transpired th at any 
American citizen has been subjected to arrest or 
injury, but our courteous remonstrance has, never- 
thelcss, been courteously received. There is reason 
to believe the tim e not far distant w hen Russia w il 
be able t j secure toleration to all faiths within her 
borders. 


THE RIGHTS OF MANCFACTCKERS. 
At an International Convention held at Paris in 
1830, and attended ly representatives of the United 
States, an agreement was reached in respect to the 
protection of trade m arks, patent art icles and rijlits 
of manufacturers aud corporations. The formulatii g 
into treaties of th e recommendations i bus adopted 
is receiving the attention which it merits. 


SUBMARINE CABL'S— AN ELECTRIC UNIT FORCE. 
The prosecution of submarine cibies is now under 
consideration by the International Conference at 
Paris. 
Believing th at it is clearly the true policy of 
this Government to favor the centralization of this 
meaos of intercourse, I requested our M inister to 
France to attend the Convention as a delegate. 
I 
also telegraphed two of our em inent scientist! to a t­ 
tend as our representatives at the meeting of an 
International Committee at Paris for considering 
the adoption of a ccmmon unit to measure electric 
foi ce. 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES. 
In view of the frequent occurrence of confer 
en«8 for the consideration of im portant m atters of 
common interest to civilized nitions, I respectfully 
suggest that the Executive be invested by Congress 
with discretionary powers to send delegates to such 
conventions, and th at provision be made to defray 
the expenses incident tneretc. 


DIFFERENCES WITH SPAIN. 
The difference between the United States and 
Spain as to the effect of a judgm ent and certificate 
of naturalization, has not yet beea adjusted, but it 
is hoped and believed that negotiations now in 
progress will result in the establishment of the 
position which seems to this Government to be rea­ 
sonable. 
I have already called the attention of Congrees 
to the fact th at in ports of Spain and its colonies, 
onerous fines have lately been imposed upon vessels 
of the United States for trivial technical offenses 
against local regulations. 
Efforts for the abatem ent 
of tbepc exactions have thus far proved unsuccessful 
I regret to inform you, also, th at the fees demanded 
by op.'itiish Consuls in American ports are in some 
ease! so large, when compared with the value of the 
cargo, as to am ount in effect to considerable export 
duty, and that remonstrances in this regard have not 
as .vet received the attention which they seem to 
deserve. 


THE GERM IN INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION, 
The German Government lias invited the United 
States to participate in an International Exhibition 
of 18S3. 
If this country is to be represented, it is 
im portant that in the early days of this session, 
Cougress should make a suitable appropriation for 
th at purpose. 


THE DEATH OF MINISTER MARSH. 
The death of Mr. Marsh, our late M inister to Italy, 
has evoked from th at Government ex pres ions of 
profound respect for his exalted character and for 
his honorable career in the diplomatic service of his 
country. 


DUAL CAPACITY OF A REPRESENTATIVE ABROAD. 
The Italian Government has laised a question as 
to the propriety of the recognition of the dual ca­ 
pacity of the representative of this country recently 
accredited, both as Secretary of the Legation and as 
Consul-General at Rome 
He has been removed as 
Secretary, but his exequatur as Consul General has 
tli us far been withheld. 


EXTRADITION TREATIES WITH BELGIUM. 
The extradition convention witli Be’gium , which 
has been in operation since 1874, has been lately 
supplanted by another. 
The Senate lias signified 
its approval, and ratifications have been duly ex­ 
changed between the contracting countries. 
To the 
list ot extraditable offenses has been added th at of 
assassination or attem pted assassinat on of the Chief 
of a State. 
SWISS IMMIGRATION. 
Negotiations have been opened with Swilzerland, 
looking to a settlem ent by treaty of the question 
w hether its citizens can renounce their allegiance 
ar.d become citizens of the United States without 
obtaining the consent of the Swiss Government 
I am happy to inform you th at the immigration of 
paupers and criminals fr mi c-rtain of the cantons 
of Switzerland has substantially ceased, and is no 
longer sanctioned by the authorities. 
The consid­ 
eration of the Bubject is prom pted by the suggestion 
th at the Act of August 3, 1882, which has fo n ts 
object the return of foreign convicts to their own 
country, should be so modified as not to be open to 
the interpretation th at it effect! the extradition of 
criminals on preferred charges of crime. 


TREATY WITH TURKEY. 
The Ottoman Porte has not yet assented to the 
interpretation which this Government has put ujion 
the treaty of 1830, m rela'ion to its jurisdiction and 
T nfhiy. 
It, will, l.owvve-, be seen that 
this difference will be adjusted by a general revision 
of the system of jurisdiction of the United States 
in those countries to which your attention lias been 
already called by the secretary of State. 


THE CHINA AND JAPAN INDEMNITY.

sage of last year I called attention to the prevalent 
lawlessness on the borders, and to the necessity of 
legislation for its suppression. 
I ag*in invite’the 
attention of Congress to the subject. 
A partial re­ 
lief from these mischiefs has been sought in » con­ 
vention, w hich now asks the approval of the Sen­ 
ate. 
Another measure touching the establishment 
of the iuternal boundary between the United States 
and Mexico also awaits approval. 
If the latter is 
ratified, the action of Congress will tie required for 
the establishm ent of suitable commissions of sur 
vey. 
GUATEMALA AND MEXICO. 
The boundary dispute between Mexico and Guate­ 
mala, which led this Government to pr ffer its 
friendly counsel» to both parties, has been amicably 
settled. 


VENEZUELAN AWARDS—A STATUE^TO 
WASH 
INGTON. 
No change lias occurred in our relations with 
Venezuela. 
I again invoke your action on the m at­ 
ter of t- e pending awards against th at Republic, 
and to which reference was made bv a previous mes­ 
sage from the Executive at your last seseion. 
An 
in.itation ha» been received from the Government 
of Venezuela to send representatives in July, ISs3, 
to Caraccas for participation in the Centennial Cele­ 
bration of the birth of Boliva’-, the founder of fc’outh 
American indej>endence; in connection with which 
event it is designed to commence the erection at 
Caraccas of a 6tatue of W ashington, and to conduct 
an Industrial Exposition, which will be open to 
American products.

made therefor. 


SOUTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 
The elevation of thff grade of our Mission in Cen­ 
tral America to the Plenipotentiary rank, which 
was authorized by Congress at its late sessi m , has 
been since effected. The war between Peru and Bo­ 
livia on the one side, and Chile on the other, began 
more than three years ago on the occupation ^by- 
Chile in iSSO of all litt-jral territory of Boliv a 
Ne­ 
gotiations for peace were conducted under the direc­ 
tion of the United States. 
The allies refused to con­ 
cede any territory, but Chile has since become mas­ 
ter of the whole coast of both countries, and of the 
capital of Peril. 
A vear since, as you have alreadv 
been advised by correspondence transm itted to your 
body in January hist, this Governm entse ,ta special 
mission to the belligerent power to express the hope 
that Chile would be disposed to accept a money in­ 
demnity for the expenses of the war, and to relin­ 
quish her demand for a portion of the territory of 
her antagonist.

The power of Peru no longer extends over its entire 
territory, and in the event of our interfi rence to 
• ictate i»eace, it would have to be supplemented by 
the armies and navies of the United States. 
Such 
interference would almost inevitably lead to the es­ 
tablishm ent of a protectorate, a result utterly at 
odds with our past policy, injurious to our present 
interests and full of embarrassments for the íuture. 
For effecting the term ination of hostilities upon 
term s it onee of justice to the victorious nation and 
generosity to it» adversaries, this Government has 
spire i no effort , «-ave such as might have involved 
the complications which I have indicated. 
It is 
greatly to be deplored th at Chile seems resolved to 
exact such rigorous conditi >ns <4 peace, and Í3 in­ 
disposed t«> subm it to arbitration the term s of an 
amicable settlement No peace is likely to be lasting 
that is not sufficiently equitab! • and just to com­ 
mand the approval of other nations. 


TIIE TRACE CONGRESS. 
About a year since invitations were extended to 
the nati >ns of this continent to send representatives 
to a Peace Congress, to assemble at Washington in 
November. 1882. 
The time of m eeting wa9 fixed at 
a period then remote, iu the hope, as the invitation 
itself declared, th at in the m anti ire the disturb- 
a-ces between the South American Republics would 
be adjusted. 
As th t expectation seemed unlikely 
to be realized, I asked ior an express!- n uf opinion 
from the two houses of Congress aa to the advisa­ 
bility of holding the proposed Convention at the 
time appointed. 
Tin» action was pr m pted, in part, 
by doubts which m ature refl ction hud suggested 
whether the diplomatic usage and traditi ns of the 
Government did not make it fitting that the Ex­ 
ecutive should consult the representatives of the 
people before pursuing a line of policy somewhat 
novel in it» character and far r. aching in its possible 
consequences. 
Iu view cf the fact that no action 
was t .ktn by Congress in the premi es, and th at no 
provision had been made for the nec us ary expenses, 
I subsequently decided to postpone the Convention, 
and so unified the several Governments which had 
been invited to attend. 
I am unwilling to dismiss 
this subject without assuring you of my supp rt of 
any measures the wisdom?* f Congress m iy devise 
for the promotion of peace on th:» continent, and 
throughout the world ; and I trust that tne time is 
nigh when with the universal consent of the civil­ 
ized people all international differences shall be de­ 
. termmed, witiiour- resort to arms, by the benignant 
processes i f arbitration. 


CHANGES IN DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATION. 
Changes have occurred in the diplomatic rej.re- 
sev.tation of several f >reign powers during the past 
year. New Ministers from the Argentine Republic, 
Austria, Hungary, Brazil, Chile, China, France, 
Japan, Mexico, the Netherlands and Russia have 
presented their credentials. 
The Missions of Den­ 
mark and Vent rie la at this Capital have been raised 
iu grade. Switzerland has created a Plenipotentiary 
Mission to this G« vcm m ent, and an Enibas-v from 
Madagascar and a Minister fruni biam will shortly 
arrive. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW RELATIONS. 
Our diplomatic intercourse has been cn’arged by 
the establishment of relations with the Kingdom of 
Sierra Leone, by the creation of a Mission to Siam 
and by the r.-storation of the Mission to Greece. 
The Shah of Persia has expre sed his gratification 
th at a Chara d’Aff ure3 will shortly he sent to that 
country, where the rights <.f «.ur citizens have been 
hitherto courteously guarded by the representatives 
of Great Britain 


RULES TO GOVERN SEA-GOING VESSELS. 
I renew mv recommendation of such legislation 
as will place the United States in harmony with 
other maritime powers with n sp ect to the iu‘em o­ 
tional rules for tile prevention of collisions at cea 
THE RIGULATION OF LONGITUDE AND TIME. 
In conformity with your joint resolution of the 
3d of August last, I have directed the Secretary of 
State to address the forrign Governments in respect 
to a proposed conference for considering the sub­ 
ject of the universal adoption of a common prime 
medium, to be used in the reckoning of longitude 
ard in the regulation of time throughout the civil­ 
ized world, 
fheir replie» will in due time be laid 
before you. 
An agreement was reached at Paris in 
1S75, between the principal Powers, for the exchange 
of official publications through the medium of the 
representatives of their foreign department. 
The 
admirable system, which has been built up bv the 
enterprise cf the Smithsonian Institution, affords a 
practical basis for our co-operation in this scheme, 
and an arrangem ent has been effected whereby that 
institution will perform the necessary labor, under 
the direction of the Department of State.

A clause in the Act making appropriations for 
the Diplomatic and Consular Service contemplates 
the reorganization of both branches of such service 
on a salaried hasp, leaving the fees to inure to the 
benefit of the Treasury.

ent service.

During the year there have been organized 171 
National Banks. Of these institutions there are now 
in operation 2,369, a larger num ber than ever be 
fora. 
The value of their notes in actual circulation 
ou July 1 , 1882, was $424.656,458. 
I commend to 
your attention the Secretary’s views in respect to 
the circulation and to the mode b\ which that re 
suit may iu his judgm ent be avoided. 


SILVER COINAGE. 
In respect to the coinage of silver dollars and the 
retirem ent cf the silver certifícate», I have seen 
nothing to alter, but much to confirm, the senti­ 
ments to which I gave expression last year. 
A com­ 
parison between the respective am ounts of silver 
d »Uar circulation on November 1, 1881, and on No­ 
vember 1, 1882, shows a slight increase of a million 
and a half of dollars; but during the interval there 
had been in the whole num ber coiued an increase of 
SJti.OOO.OOO. 
Of the eighty millions th u s far minted 
little more than thirty-five millions are in circula 
tion. The mass of accumulated coin has grown so 
great that the vault room at present available for 
storage is scarcely sufficient to¡contain it. 
It is not 
apparent why it is desirable to continue this coinage 
so enormously m excess of public demand. 
A sto 
the silver certificates, in addition to the grounds 
which seemeo lost year to justify their retirem -nt 
may be mentioned the effect which is likely ti. en­ 
sue from the supply of gold certificates, whence the 
issuance for which Congress recently made provis­ 
ion, and which are now in active circulation 
You 
cannot fail lo note with interest the discussion by 
the Secretary as to the necessity of providing by 
legislation some mode of freeing the Treas*ry of an 
excess. 


REVENUE RUDUCTIONS ADVOCATED. 
I heartily approve the Secretary’s recommenda­ 
tions of immediate and extensive reductions in the 
annual revenues of the Government. 
It will be re­ 
membered that I urged upon the attention of Con­ 
gress, at it» last session, the importance of relieving 
the industry and enterprise of the cm ntrv from the 
pressure from unnecessary taxation. 
It’ is one of 
the trite?t maxims of political economy that all 
taxes are burdensome, however widely and pru­ 
dently imposed, and though there have always been 
among our people wide differences of sentim ents a» 
to the best methods of raising the national revenues, 
and, indeed, as to the principles upon which taxa­ 
tion should he based, there l.as been substantia! ac 
cord in the doctrine that only such taxes ought to 
be levied as aro necessary for a wise aud < e uomical 
adm inistration of the Government 
Of Lite the 
public revenues have far exceeded th at limit, and 
unless checked by appropriate legislation, such ex­ 
ce?* will continue to increase from year to vear. 
For the fiscal year ending June 39. 18S2, the surplus 
revenue amounted to $100,000,000 ; for the fiscal 
year ending on the 30th of June last, the surplus 
was more than $145 000,000. 
Tne reoortof the Secretan’ shows what disposi­ 
tion has been made of these moneys. They have 
not only answered the requirements of the Sinking 
Fund, bu t have afforded a large balance, applicable 
to other reductions of the public dent. B ut I renew 
the expression of my conviction that such a rapid 
extinguishm ent of the national indebtedness as is 
now taking placo ¡9 by no means a cause for con- 
gratu.ation 
It is a cause, rather, for serious app e- 
hension. 
I ' it continues, it mu»t spec ily be fol­ 
lowed by one of the evil issues so c early set forth 
in the report of the 8< cretary, viz.: either the sur­ 
plus m ust lie idle in the treosury, or the Govern­ 
m ent wil! be forced to buy, at m arket rates, bo: «is 
not redeemable, and which, under such circum­ 
stances, cannot fail to common': an enormous pre­ 
mium, or the sw- Hen revenues will be devoted to 
extravagant expenditure, which, as experience has 
taught, is evtr the bane of an overflowing treasury. 
It was made apparent iu the course of tuc animated 
discussions which this questi m aroused at the last 
session of Congress, that tlie policy of diminishing 
the revenue by diminishing taxation comman led the 
general Approval of the m elt be m of both Houses, 
i regret th at by the cause oil eoi.flicting views as to 
the beet methods by which « h a t policy should be 
made operative, none of its benefits have as yet been 
reaped. 
In fulfillment of what I 1» m tny constitutional 
duty, but with little hope !!» t I can make a valua­ 
ble contribuí <*n to this vexe»f question, I shall pro. 
ceed to intim ate britfly mv " t n views in relation to 
I:. 
Upou the showing of cuiulnancial condition at 
the close of the last fiscal yea*, I felt justified in re­ 
commending to Congress the$ abolition of internal 
revenue taxes, except those%ipon tobacco iu its 
varit us forms aud on distilled 'Spirits and fermented 
liquors, and except, the spec’al tax upon the manu­ 
facturers aqd dealers in tuch affcicles. I venture now 
to suggest th at unless it sh ill be ascertained that 
the probable expenditures oflthe Government for 
tne coming year have been underestim ated, all in­ 
ternal revenue tax which relatfe to distilled spirits 
can he prudently abrogated. Such a course, if ac­ 
companied by a simplification oi the machinery of 
collection, which would thus b w asy of accomplish­ 
m ent, m ight reasonably be e je c te d to result iu 
diminishing the cost of such u flection by at least 
two million an d a half of d- liar^.m d the retirem ent 
from office of from fifteen handled to two thousand 
persons. The system of excise duties has never com­ 
mended itself to the favor of th « American people, 
and has never been resorted to elcep t for supplying 
deficiency in the Treasury, w i n bv reason of 
sj>erial exigencies the duties on ir*)ort3 have proved 
inadequate for th e needs of the Sivernm ent 
The 
sentim ent of the country doubtle* commands that 
the present excise tax shall be ah$lished as soon as 
su di course can safely he pursued,b-od it seems to 
me, howev er, for various reasons, that so sweeping 
a measure as the total abolition of internal revenue 
taxes would for the present be in unwise step. 
Two of these reasons are deserving of special men­ 
tion : 
First - I t is by no means clear th at even if the ex­ 
isting system of duties on imports is continued 
without modification, the duties will alone be suf­ 
ficient for all the needs of the Government. 
It is 
estim ated th at one hundred million dollars will be 
required for pensions during the coming year and it 
maj' well be doubted whether the maximum annual 
demand f> r th at ohje it has yet been reached. The 
uncertainty upon this question would alone justify, 
in my judgm ent, the retention for the present of 
that portion of the system of internal revenue 
which is the least objectionable to the people. 
Second—A total abolition of the excise tax would 
almost inevitably prove a serious, if not unsur- 
m ountable objection to a thorough revision of the 
tariff, and to any considerable reduction on import 
duties. 
THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
T tc present tariff system is in m ny respects un­ 
just. 
It makes unequal distributions in both of its 
burdens aud benefits. 
This fact was practically re­ 
cognized by a m ajority of each House of Congress 
in the passage of the Act creating the Tariff Com­ 
mission. 
The report of the Commission will be 
placed before you at the beginning of this session, 
and will, I trust, furnish such information as to the 
condition and prosjiect of the various commercial, 
agricultural, m anufacturing, mining and other in­ 
terests of the country and contain such suggestions 
for statutory revision as will practically aid your ac­ 
tion upon this lm yortant subject.

CUSTOMS RECEIPTS. 
The revenue from customs for the fiscal year end­ 
ing Ju n e 30, 1879, am ounted to $137,000,000. 
It has 
in three succeeding years reached, first $186,000,000, 
then $198,000,000, and finally, as has already beer 
stated, $¿26,000,000. 
The income for this service 
for the tiscvl year which will end June 30, 1S83, will 
doubtless he considerably in excess of the sun» last 
mentioned, if the tax on domestic spirits is to be re­ 
tained. It is plain the required large reduction from 
customs revenue are entirely feasible. 


A REVISION OF THE TARIFF ABSOLUTELY NEC­ 
ESSARY. 
While recommending this reduction I am far from 
advising the abandonm ent of the policy of so dis­ 
crim inating in the adjustm ent of details as to afford 
aid and rrotertion to domestic labor. 
But the pres­ 
ent system should be so revised as to cquahz? tbe 
public burdens among all classes and occup lions, 
and bring it into closer harmony with the present 
needs of industry. 
W ithout entering into m inute 
details, which under the present circumstances is 
quite unnecessary, I would recommend an enlarge­ 
m ent of the free list so a9 to include within it the 
num erous articles whicli yield inconsiderable a sim 
plification of the complex a.id inconsistent schedule 
of duties upon certain manufactures, particularly 
those of cotton, iron and steel, and a substantial 
reduction of duties upon those articles and upon 
sugar, molasses, si’k and woolen goods. If a gener d 
revi-ion of the tariff shall be found to 
imiracti- 
caole a* this session, I express the hope that at lea»t 
some of the more conspicuous inequalities of the 
preseat law may be corrected before your final ad­ 
journm ent. One of them is that specifically referred 
to by the Secretary in a recent decision of the Su­ 
preme Court. 
The necessity of amending the law 
by which the dut.es on a standard of col r as the 
test on the saccharine strength of sugars is too ob­ 
vious to require comment. 
NO TROUBLE WITH THE INDIANS FEARED. 
From the report of the Secretary of War, it ap­ 
pears th at the only outbreaks of Indians during the 
pad year occurred in Arizona and in the south­ 
western part of New Mexico. 
They were promptly 
quel'ed, and the quiet which has prevailed in all 
ether parts «.f the c .untry has perm itted such an 
addition to be made to the m ilitary force in the 
region endangered by Apaches, that there is little 
reason to apprehend trouble in the future. 
INADEQUATE 
FORTIFICATIONB — INCREASED 
ARMAMENTS RECOMMENDED 
The reports of the Secretary, which relate to our 
sc* coast defenses and their armaments, suggest tbe 
gravest reflections. 
Our exis ing fortificati* nf are 
notoriously inadequate to tbe defer.se of the great 
harbors and cities, for whose protection they were 
built. The question of providing an armament 
suited to our present necessities has been the sub­ 
ject of consideration by a Board whoa** report was 
transm itted to Congress at the last session. 
Pend­ 
ing tbe consideration of that report the War De­ 
partm ent has tasen no steps for the mai.uf icture or 
conversion « f any hc«vy conn n, but the Secretary 
expresses the hoi*? that the authority and m*'*ns to 
begin th at im portant work will soon be provided. 


THE ARMING AND EQUIPPING OF THE MILITIA* 
I invite the attention of Congress to the propriety 
of making more adequate provisions for arm ing and 


mi!itia than is afforded by tbe Act of 
1866 which is still upon the statute books. 
The 
m atter has already been the subject of discussion in 
the Senate, and che bill which reeks to supply the 
deficiencies of existing laws is now upon it» calen- 


COMPULSORY RETIREMENT IN THE ARMY. 
The Secretary of W ar calls attention to the fact 
th at an em barrassm ent growing out of the recent 
Act of Congress making the retirem ent of officers of 
the army compulsory at the age of 64. 
The Act of 
1878 is still iu force, which limits to 400 the num ber 
of those who can be retired for disability or upon 
their own application. T he two Acts, when con* 
strued together, seem to forbid the relieving, eve» 
for absolute incapacity, of officers who do not fall 
within the perview of the latter statute, save at such 
times as there should chance to be les» th at 400 
nam e4 ou the retired list. 
There are now 420 
It is 
uot likely th at Congress intended this result, and I 
agret9 with tbe Secretary that the law ought to be* 
amended. 
THE JEANNETTE EXPEDITION. 
On the 2?st of December, 1881, information was 
received th at the exploring steam er Jeannette ha-.l 
been crushed and abandoned in the Arctic ocean. 
The officers and crew, after a journey over the ice, 
embarked in three boats for the coast of Siberia. 
One of the parties, under com man. 1 or Chief E ngi­ 
neer George W. Melville, reaehtd the land, and fall­ 
ing in with natives was saved. 
Another, under 
1 ieutenant Commander De Long, landed m abarren 
rigion near the m outh of the Lena river. 
After six 
weeks had elapsed all but two of the num ber hail 
died from fatigue and starvation. 
No tidings have 
been received from the party in the third boat, u n ­ 
der the command of Lieutenant C hipp; hut a long 
and fruitless investigation leaves little doubt that 
all its members perished at sea

THE RODGERB DISASTER. 
In pursuance of the directions of Cougress, the 
Rodgers, fitted out for the relief of th e Jeannette, 
sailed from San Francisco June 16 h, under the com­ 
mand'of Lieutenant Robert M. Berry 
On Novem­ 
ber 30th she was accidentally destroyed by fire whilo 
in winter quarter» in St. Lawrence IVty, but the 
officers and crew succeeded in escaping to the shore. 
Lieutenant Berry and one of his officers, after 
making a search for tbe Jeannette along tbe coast of 
Siberia, fell in with Chief Engineer M» lvillc’s party, 
and returned home by way of Europe. 
The other 
< fficets and the crew of the Rodger» were brought 
from St. Lawrence Bay by the whaling steam er 
North Star. 
Master Chas. F. Putnam , who had 
been placed in cha rye of a depot of suplios at Cape 
Serdez, returning to his post from St. Lawrence Bay 
across the ice in a blinding pnow-aicirm, was carried 
out to sea and lost, not with» tin ding all efforts to 
rescue him. 


THE QUESTION OF AMERICAN SHIP BUILDING. 
The subject of American ship building i» one of 
the utm ost importance to the general welfare- 
Methods of revising American ship building and of 
restoring the United States flag in the ocean carry­ 
ing trade should receive the immediate attention of 
Congress. 
We have mechanical skill and abundant 
m aterial for the m anufacture of modern steamships 
in fair competition w ith our commercial rival». Our 
disadvantage in buildi* " 
is the greater cost of 
labor and in sailing. . , 
. taxes nrd greater in­ 
terest on capital, while the ocean highways are al­ 
ready monopolized by our formidable competitors. 
These obstacles should in som ew ay be overt-.me, 
and, by our rapid comman cation w ith fore gn 
land-*, we should not continue to depend wholly 
upon vessels built in the yards »>f other countries 
and sailing under foreign tbg*. 
With no United 
States steamers on the principal ocean lines, or for 
any foreign ports, our facilities for extending our 
commerce are greatly restricted ; while the nations 
which build and fail the ships and carry the mail* 
and passengers obtain thereby conspicuous advan­ 
tages in increasing their trade. 
A PLEA FOR CHEAPER POSTAGE. 
The report of the Fostir.aflter-General gives evi­ 
dence of the satisfactory condition of th at depart­ 
ment, and coutains many valuable data and accom­ 
panying suggestions, which cannot fail to be of in­ 
terest. 
Tbe information which it affords, that the 
receipts for the fiscal year have exceeded the ex­ 
pen itvire9, m ust be ver., gratifying to Congress and 
to the people of the oountiy. 
As m atters which 
may fairly claim your pnrticulsu attention, I refer 
you to his observations in reference to the advisa­ 
bility of changing the present b*eis for fixing sala­ 
ries and allowances: for extending the inonty order 
system ; of enlarging the functions of the Postal 
establishment, B o o st - nave under ia¿ coi.trotm 
telegraph 
system 
of

country — though

mend *tion 
I m u-t withhold my 
concurrence. 
At the last session of Congress several bill» were in­ 
troduced in the House o* Representative» f-.r the re­ 
duction of letter postage to the rate of two cents per 
half ounce. 
I have given much study and re­ 
flection 
to 
this subject, and am tiioroughly 
p rsuaded 
tlu i 
such 
a 
reduction 
would 
be for* the beet interests of the public. 
The 
reports during the last thirty years disclose th at 
domestic letters constitute the only cías» of mail 
m atter which has never been favored by a sub­ 
stantial reduction of rates. I am convinced th at the 
burden of maintaining the service falls most un­ 
equally upou that clasa. and that more than any 
other it is entitled to present relief. 
That such re- 
li f may be extended without detrim ent to other 
public interests will be discovered upon reviewing 
the results of former reductions. 
Immediately 
prior to the Act of 1845, the postage upon a letter

It will be 
noticed that both of these reductions wi re of a radi­ 
cal character, and relatively quite as im portant as 
that which is now proposed. 
In each case thero 
ensued a tem porary loss of revenue, but a sudden 
and large influx of business, which substantially re­ 
paired th at loss within three years. 
Unless the ex­ 
perience of past legislation in this country and else­ 
where goes for nought, it may be safely pre­ 
dicted th at the stim ulus of the fifty per cent, 
reduction in tax 
for carriage 
would 
at once 
increase 
the 
num ber 
of 
letters 
consigned 
to the mail. 
The advantage of secrcsy would lead 
to a very general substitution of sealed packets for 
jiostal cards and open circulars, ami in divers other 
ways the volume of first claes m atter would be enor­ 
mously augmented. Such an increase am ounted in 
England in the first year after the adoption of the 
penny postage to more than 125 per cent. 
After a 
careful estimate, the details

per cent, of the expenditures, or $3,000,000, while 
the deficiency after tne reduction of 1-U5 w as more 
than 1 1 per cent., and after th at of 1851 was 27 per 
cent. Another interesting comparison i* afforded by 
the statistic» furnished inc by the Post’iffics D euart- 
ment. The Act of 1845 was parsed in the face of the 
fact that there existid a deficiency 
more than 
$30 000 ; that "f 1851 was encouraged by the slight 
surplus of $1,832,000. 
The exoetw of revenue in the 
next fiscal year is likely to he $3.500,000. 
if Con­ 
gress should approve these eugg. stions, it may bo 
deemed desirable to supply to some extent the defi­ 
ciency which m ust for a time result bv increasing 
the charge for carrying merchandise, which i» now 
only 16 cents per pouud ; but even with ut such an 
increase, I am confident that the receipts under the 
diminished rates would equal the expenditure» after 
a lapse of three or four years. 
THE STAR ROUTE TRIALS. 
In my message of December last, 1 n l. rrcd to the 
pending criminal proceeds gs grown out of tho 
frauds known as the “ Mar Route Se» vice ” of tbe 
Post ffice Department, and advise» you th at I had 
enjoined upou the Attorney General and useociatc 
counsel, to whom the intercuts i f the Government 
were intrusted, the duly of prosecuting with the 
utm ost vigor of the law all persons w oo m ight be 
found chargeable with thore offense* 
A tii d of one 
of these ca*ts has since occurred. 
It occupied for 
many weeks the attention of the .Supreme Court cf 
this district, and wax conducted with gn-at Zeal and 
ability. 
It resulted in a cl»»grecou nt <*f the jury, 
but tue cause has again been placed on the calen­ 
dar, and will shortly be tried. 
If any guilty per­ 
sons shall finally escape punishm ent for their of­ 
fenses, it will not be for lack of the diligent and 
urgent efforts of the prosecution. 
THE INTERIOR DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the Secretary of the Interior, w ith 
its accompanying documents, present a full state­ 
ment of the varied operations of th at departm ent. 
In respect to Indian affairs, nothing has occurred 
which lias changed or seriously modified the views 
to which 1 have devoted much rpace in tonne: com­ 
munications to Congress. 
I renew the recommenda­ 
tions therein contained as to extending to the Indian 
the protection of law, slioting iand in severalty to 
such as dt serve it, and making suitable provision 
for the education of the youth. 
Such provisions, as 
the Secretary forcibly m «intiins, will prove unavail­ 
ing unless they are broad enough to iac ude all 
those who are able and widing to make use of them , 
and should no t relite solely to intellectual training, 
hut also to instruction in su» h manual labor and 
simple and useful arts as can be made practicably 
available. 
Among other im portant subjects which are in­ 
cluded in the Secretary’s report, and which will 
doubtless furni* h occasion for Congressional action, 
may lie noted the neglect of railroad companies, to 
which large grants of land were made by the Acts 
of 1862 and 1854, to take title thereto and the col- 
fcequently inequitable exemption from local taxa­ 
tion.

The President's Message, w hich we pub­ 
lish this morning, is a business like docu­ 
ment, snd crammed with references, sugges­ 
tions, and more positive recommendations, 
in regard to a great number of subjects. It 
illustrates, as inueed every document of 
the kind must do more and more, the rap­ 
idly increasing scope and complexity of the 
Government of the United States, In 
fact, Presidential messages in these days 
are becoming recapitulations of the reports 
of the heads of departments more than 
anything else, aod they are cumbrous 
because of the extent of the ground they 
have to cover. A mere glance at the sub­ 
jects treated of in this message will indi­ 
cate its heterogeneous contents. It begins 
with the assurance that our foreign rela­ 
tions are on a satisfactory basis. It refers 
to the Nicaragua canal question and the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty ; states that remon­ 
strances addressed to the liussian Govern­ 
ment regarding the persecution of the Jews 
have been received courteously ; suggests 
that more power be given the Executive to 
deal with propositions for International 
Conferences on various matters ; speaks of 
trouble with Spain about consular fees ; 
states that Germany hnsinvited the United 
States to take part in an Exhibition next 
year, and refers the matter to Congress ; 
pays a passing tribute to the late United 
States Minister, G. P. Marsh ; states that 
the Swiss Government has taken steps to 
prevent the emigration to this country of 
paupers and criminals ; gives Congre-a a 
mild reminder that it is time the Japanese 
Indemnity matter was settled ; refers to 
the Chinese claim for transit through the 
country under the new law, and indicates a 
belief that they should not be excluded ; 
briefly discusses the Hawaiian Treaty, with 
hints looking towarde its modification ; 
commends the Mexican Boundary question 
to Congress, and proposes a Commission 
to deal with it ; reviews the Chile-Peruvian 
war, and expresses the opinion that owing 
to the obstinacy of the Chilean Govern­ 
ment it is useless for the United States to 
attempt any further intercession ; politely 
pooh-poohs Mr. Blaine’s Peace Congress ; 
suggests legislation to harmonize the 
United States with other nations in regard 
to rules for collisions at sea, and for an 
agreement upon some general method de­ 
termining the latitude and longitude, and 
regulating time ; approves the proposition 
for patting all diplomatic officers upon 
salaries and covering fees into the treasury; 
and so forth, almost ad infinitum. 
Of the more weighty and interesting 
matters which are topics of general dis­ 
cussion the President has also something 
to say. He agrees with the Secretary of 
the Treasary in recommending a considera­ 
ble reduction of revenues. He is in favor 
of abolishing all internal revenue taxes ex­ 
cept those on distilled spirits, malt liquors 
and tobacco, which would cut off about 
850,000,000, and leave about 895,000,000 of 
revenue. 
He urges the necessity of re­ 
vising the tariff, and, though he disclaims 
any desire to do away with protective du­ 
ties, he thinks the more articles can be put on 
the free list the better it will be. He calls 
attention to the silver coinage, recommend­ 
ing its suspension. He discusses the finan­ 
cial question, coinciding with Secretary 
Folger in deprecating the too rapid liquida­ 
tion of the public debt, and pointing out 
the dangers which must arise if our 
immense surplus continues to be raised, 
and a considerable part of it is applied to 
this work. His views on these two ques­ 
tions are conservative and judicious, aud 
indicate personal examination of it. 
In 
regard to the tariff, he somewhat curiously 
thinks Congress will derive enlightenment 
from the labors of the Tariff Commission. 
This shows that the President is of a very 
sanguine and confiding nature. His own 
views, however, are such as Congress 
could very well afford to accept as its 
guide in the premises, for he is emphatic 
in behalf of a thorough revision and a very 
considerable reduction of duties. 
We 
judge from his representations in this re­ 
gard that President Arthur is well fitted to 
become an active member of the Cobden 
Club, if he does not already belong to that 
institution. 
In referring to the report of the Secre­ 
tary of War, he speaks of the urgent need 
for better fortifications on the Pacific, char­ 
acterizing those now existing as utterly 
useless, and expressing a hope that Con­ 
gress will attend to this important matter. 
Some Bpace is given to the question of the 
retirement of army officers, whicn is evi­ 
dently a tangled subject, and it is recom­ 
mended that more attention be paid to the 
arming of the State militia. Tae river 
and harbor appropriation bill affords him 
an opportunity to propose an amendment 
to the United States Constitution, allowing 
the Executive to veto separate items in ap­ 
propriation bills, in accordance with the 
principle already incorporated into fourteen 
State Constitutions, among which that of 
California is numbered. This is certainly 
a very judicious proposal, and it is clear 
that if adopted it will have a most whole­ 
some deterrent effect, and enable the Presi­ 
dent to nip many a flagrant job in the 
bud. The paragraphs relating to the Navy 
are somewhat melancholy. The President 
evidently feels that there is very little to 
be said on this subject, and he refers al­ 
most sarcastically to “ such vessels as we 
“ possess.” Iu connection with this he 
discusses the decline of our mercantile 
marine, but his ideas cn that matter do 
not appear to have been thoroughly 
digested. 
He however recommends the 
reconstruction of the Navy in conformity 
' with the proposals of the Advisory Board. 
His review of the Postal Department is 
made the vehicle for an argument in favor 
of the reduction of domestic letter postage. 
He urges this measure with a good deal of 
enthusiasm, and refers to the experience of 
England to show that it is certain to pay. 
The Postal service in fact is already be­ 
coming a paying institution* and in a few 
years, at the present rate of progress, will 
return a latge revenue. The views of the 
President upon Civil Service reform w ill be 
received with satisfaction by the country 
generally. He takes bold and positive 
ground on behalf of reform, aod expresses 
himself in the clearest manner. He de­ 
clares himself in favor of abolition of the 
spoils system, establishment of genuine 
competition, permanence of tenure, and the 
extinction of official patronage altogether. 
He says that experience has convinced him 
of the necessity of relieving the Executive 
from the intolerable bnrden of appoint­ 
ment making. In fact be speaks on this 
subject as every President since I.incoln 
has spoken. On the subject of Political 
Assessments he it equally frank and thor­ 
ough-going. He is for the abolition of the 
system, and he admits the troth of all that 
has been urged against it. It is perhaps 
unnecessary to inquire whether the recent 
elections have had anything to do with the 
poaitiveness of the President’s expressions 
on these topics. It is enough to know that 
he has by this last message committed him­ 
self fairly and fully to the approval of the 
most sweeping reforms that Congress can 
be got to ras®. Oi the mor? ipi7V'*-,5rt: 


questions, therefore, th a t is to say, the 
tariff, finance, coinage, civil service reform, 
aid political assessments, the President has 
placed himself folly abreast of the most ad­ 
vanced thought of the time, and if Con­ 
gress is only able and willing to follow him 
in this intrepid policy there is no telling 
what reaction it may not set up. 


FOUL PLAY. 
The American clipper ship Joseph S. 
Pinney, from Havre to San Francisco, in 
ballast, had a strange experience while on 
her way out. On sounding the pumps one 
morning in the North Atlantic, she was 
found to be making water fast. All hands 
were sent to the pumps, and after working 
through the night the water in the hold 
was so reduced that it became possible to 
make an examination. And then it was 
discovered that a deliberate attempt had 
been made to scuttle the ship. Three 
auger holes had been bored in the bows, 
and the author of the mischief had care­ 
fully plugged the holes through the skin, 
so that it should not be possible to detect 
what had been done until it was too late. 
Of course the discovery of the leak saved 
the ship, for it was easily stopped. But 
all the Captain’s efforts to find oat who 
committed the crime proved fruitless. It 
was a horrible deed, and especially so be­ 
cause the Captain’s wife and family were 
on board. The case recalls Charles lieade s 
story “ Foul Play,” in which the mate of 
the vessel plays exactly the same trick, 
but is more successful. In this instance, 
however, it is difficult to assign a motive 
for the crime, and it must be remembered 
that the man who committed it took his 
chances of going to the bottom with the 
ship, or of undergoing all the sufferings 
which shipwrecked people aro exposed to. 
It seems very improbable that the criminal 
will be discovered now that the crew have 
all dispersed, but the man who could do 
such a thing must certainly be a very sin­ 
gular kind of scoundrel.

T H E 
COAL 
OIL 
DEALE518. 


The cases of the alleged violators of the 
city ordinance which prohibits the storage of 
more than 500 gallons of coal oil in aDy one 
place without first obtaining permission of 
the City Trmtees, came up for hearing in 
the Police Court yes’eiday. Joseph Steffens, 
L. T<z r, J . C. Harvey, E. H, Forester and 
D. M. Blank were the parties under arrest. 
The prosecution was conducted by City A t­ 
torney Anderson, and the attorneys for the 
defendants were Messrs. Freeman & Bates. 
The case of D. M. Blank was the first called. 
Defendant’s counsel presented a demurrer, 
which it was agreed ehiuld be considered 
filed in each of the cases. The following are 
the points of the demurrer: 
First—Because it does not appear there­ 
from that any public or other crime or offense 
ha? been committed. 
Second—Because it does not appear there­ 
from that any law exists and is in force mak­ 
ing unlawful or criminal the acts charged in 
such complaint. 
Tnird—Because he is charged with two 
dis met cffmses, to w it: With storing and 
keeping petroleum, and also with storing and 
kreping the refined products of petrolturo. 
Fourth—Because said complaint is ambigu­ 
ous, uncertain and unintelligible in this, that 
it cannot be understood therefrom what re­ 
fined product of petroleum this defendant is 
charged with storme and keeping, or permit­ 
ting to be stored and kept. 
In support of these points counsel for de­ 
fendants argued that the ordinance was re­ 
pugnant to the Constitution, because it was 
not general, and permitted the Board of 
Trustees to discriminate between individuals, 
becrune it authorized the Board to grout per­ 
mission to store or keep more than 500 gal­ 
lons ; that such a clause rendered the ordin­ 
ance partial and unreasonable; that the 
ordinance was not a regulation, but in (ffict 
was an absolute prohibition, which was not 
authorized by the charter ; that it, in effect, 
would give the Board of Trustees authority 
to constitute a monopoly by granting per­ 
mission 
to one citizen and denying it 
to another. 
A large number of authorities 
were cited in support of these views. City 
Attorney Anderson replied at considerable 
length, and argued that even though the per­ 
missive port) u of the ordinance be invalid, 
that this could be eliminated, and the bal­ 
ance of the ordinance would be constitu­ 
tional ; that it is au almost elementary prin­ 
ciple of law that a statute can be invalid in part, 
and yet the other portions which are unexcep­ 
tionable will stand ; that this is one of those 
ordinances authorized hy the greatest power 
known to the law as the police power of the 
State ; that it is for the protection and safety 
of all eitiz-ns ; that while it may impose bur­ 
dens upon some, it is one of those restrictions 
that the citizen owes to the community; that 
¡I isa most salutary law; that Courts always 
look more favorably upon such laws thau any 
others ; that it is not conceded that even the 
objectionable portion authorizing the Board 
to grant permission is unconstitutional, be­ 
cause the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the noted Slaughter House cases, held sub­ 
stantially that i-uch acts are not inhibited by 
any c institutional provision ; that the per­ 
mission was also general and affected all alike ; 
that the whole ordinance was general in its 
terms and character, and applied to all per- 
sors, individuals, firms and corporations, and 
was not subject to any of the objections of 
counsel for defendants. Numerous authori­ 
ties were cited by the City Attorney sustain­ 
ing his position. After argument the Court 
overruled the demurrer, and ordered the 
trial to proceed. 
The only testimony offered by the prosecu­ 
tion was ordiia“ce No. 125, and some testi­ 
mony to prove that the ordinance had been 
violated by the defendant. The defense of­ 
fered as testimony the permit to store oil in 
tunks near the river, which was granted by 
ihe City Trustees January 24, 1880, but it 
was not allowed. The case was then submit­ 
ted without argument. 
The Court announced as its decision that 
defendant was guilty as charged. It was 
agreed by counsel that the same testimony 
for the prosecution should be considered in 
in each of the remaining cases, and the cases 
were lubmitted. The Court found each of 
the defendants guilty. A motion for arrest 
of judgment and for a new trial was made 
and overruled 
Defendants then asked for 
judgment, and the Court pronounced a fioe 
of $50 each. 
An appeal will be made to the Superior 
Court, and the matter will probably come up 
before that Court on Monday next, when it 
will be placed on the calendar for trial.

So far as 
such mischiefs affect the commerce between the 
States, or between any one of the States and a 
foreign country, the subject is of natioLal concern, 
and Congress alone cun afford relief. 
POLYGAMY. 
The results which Lave thus far attended the en ­ 
forcement of the recent statute for the suppression 
of polygamy in the Territories arc reported by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 
It is not probable that 
any additional legislation in this regard will be 
deemed desirable until the effect of the 
ex­ 
isting laws shall be more closely observed and 
studied. 
I 
congratulate 
the 
Commissioners, 
under whose supervision those laws have been put 
in operation, and am encouraged to believe th at the 
evil at which they are aimed may* be suppressed 
without resort to such radical measures as in some 
quarters have been thought indispensable for suc­ 
cess. 
THE TERRITORIES. 
The cl »ee relation of the General Government to 
the Territories preparing to be great States may 
well engage your special attention. 
It is there that 
the Indian distúrbaseos occur, and th at polygamy 
has found room for its growth. 
I cannot doubt th at 
a cariful survey of the Territrria- question would 
be of the highest utility to make life and property- 
more secure. The liability of outbreaks between 
the ludíaos and whites would be lessened, the pub­ 
lic domain would be more securely guarded, and 
progress be made in the instruction of the 
young. 
Alaska is ►till without any form of civil 
governmer.t 
If means were provided for the edu­ 
cation < f its people and for the protection of their 
lives and property, the immense resources of th at 
region would invite permanent settlem ents and open 
new fa lls for industry and enterprise. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
The c ramunication which I made to Congress at 
its first session in December last contains a full 
statem ent of my sentiments in relation to the 
principles and rule3 which ought to govern appoint­ 
ments to the public service. 
Referring to the 
various plans which heretofore have been the Subject 
of discussion in the national Legislature, plans 
which, in the main, were modeled u p jn the system 
which obtains in Great Britain, bu t which lacked 
certain of the prominent features whereby th at sys 
tem is dictingushed, 1 felt bound to intim ate 
whether they or any of them would afford adequate 
remedy for the evils which they aimed to correct. 
I declared nevertheless, th at if the proposed measures 
should prove acceptable to Congress they would re­ 
ceive the unhesitatingsupportof the Executive. Since 
the suggestions were submitted for your considera 
tiou there has been no leg'slation upon the subject 
to which they relate ; but there has meanwhile been 
an increase in public Interest on th at sunjeet, and 
the people of th - country, apparently w ithout dis­ 
tinction of p irty , have in various ways and upon 
frequent occasions given expressions to their earnest 
wish for prompt and definite action. 
In my judg­ 
m ent such ac 100 should no longer be postponed. 
I 
may add that my own sense of its pressing im port­ 
ance has been quickened by observation in a practical 
pluseof the m atter, to which attention has more 
than once been called by my predecessors. The civil 
list now comprises about 100,000 persons, far the 
larger part of whom m u-t, under the lines of the 
Constitution, be selected by the President, either 
directly or through his own appointees. 
In the 
early yt ars of the ad ministration of the Government, 
the personal direction of appointments to the civil 
service may not have been an irksome task for the 
Executive ; but now th a t the burden has increased 
fullv a hundred fold, it has become greater than he 
ought to bear. 
It necessarily divctti his tim e and 
attention from the proper din. hargt of other duties 
no less delicate and responsible, and which in the 
very nature of thing9 cannot be delegated to other 
hands. 
In the Judgmt n t of not a few who have 
given study ami reflection to this m atter, the nation 
has outgrown the provisions which the Constitution 
established for filPng the minor offices in the public 
service ; hut whatever may be thought of the wis­ 
dom or expediency of changing the fundamental 
law in this reg ard .it is certain th at mu li relief 
may be affonled, not only to the President and to 
the heads of the deportments, but to Senators and 
Representatives in Congrcs-*, by discreet legislation. 
They would l>e protected, in a great measure, by 
the bill now pending before the Senate, or by any 
other which should embody its import ant features, 
from 
the 
pressure 
of 
personal 
importunity, 
and 
the 
lib o r 
of 
examining 
the 
conflict 
ing 
claims 
and 
pretensions 
of 
candidate3. 
1 trust tb it before the close of the present session 
some decisive action m aybe taken for the correction 
of evils which inherit the present methods of ap­ 
pointment, and 1 assure you of my hearty co-opera­ 
tion in any measures whith are likely to conduce to 
th at end. 
As they m ust define the term and tenure 
©f the official life of the subordinate employes of 
the Government, it scvrus to be generally agreed 
th at whatever their extent or character the one 
should be definite and the other stable, and that 
neither should be regulated by zeal in the affairs of 
party or fidelity to the fortune of an individual. 
It 
m atters little to tha people at large what com petent 
person is at the head of this departm ent or of that 
bureau, if they feel assured the removal of one a n i 
the accession of another wi’l not involve the retire­ 
m ent of honest and faithful subordinates, whose 
duties are purely administrative, and have no legi i­ 
m ate connection with the trium ph of any political 
principles or the success of any political party or 
fac ion. 
It is to this latter class of officers th at the 
Senate bill, to which I have already referred, exclu­ 
sively applies. 
While 
neither 
that 
bill 
nor 
any 
other 
prominent 
scheme 
for im prov­ 
ing tko civil 
service 
concerns 
the 
higher 
grade of officials, wta » arc appointed bv the Presi­ 
dent and confirmed by the Senate, I feel bound to 
correct a prevalent misapprehension as to the fre­ 
quency with which the present Executive has dis­ 
posed of the incumbent of an office and appointed 
another in his stead. 
It has been repeatedly alleged 
th at he has in this particular entirely departed from 
the course which has been pursued under previous 
adm inistrations of the Government. Tnc facts arc 
as follows : The whole num ber of Executive ap­ 
pointments during the four years immediately 
preceding Mr. Garfield’s adm inistration was 1,696. 
Of this number, 
244, 
or 
nine 
per 
cent., 
involved the 
rem }val of previous incumbents. 
The rates of removals to the whole num ber of ap­ 
pointm ents m ust be the same during each of those 
four years. 
In the fiist year, with over 790 appoint­ 
m ents, there were 74 removals, or 93 per cent. 
In 
the second, with 417 appointments, there were 85 
removals, or 85 per cent. 
In the third, with 4^0 
appointm ents, there were 98 removals, or 10 per 
cent. 
In the fourth, with 429 appointments, there 
were 39 removals, or 86 per cent. 
In the four 
m onths of President Garfield’s administration there 
were 31*0 appointments and 89 removals, or 22 per 
cent., precisely the same number of removals as 
have taken place in the fourteen months which have 
since elapsed; but they constitute only seven- 
eighths per cent, of the whole num ber of appoint­ 
ments, one an«l one-eighth within that period, and 
less than two-sixths of the entire list of officials 
3,4591, exclusive of the army and navy*, which are 
filled by Presidential appointment. 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 
I declare my approval of such legislation as may 
be found nec ssary for supplanting the existing 
provisions of the law in relation to political assess­ 
ments. In July last 1 authorized a public announce­ 
m ent th at employes of th** Government should re­ 
gard themselves as at liberty to exercise their 
pleasure in contributing to helping to make political 
campaigns, cr refusing to make contributions ; that 
their action in th at regard would in no manner 
aff,*ct their official status. 
In this announcem ent I 
acted on the view which 
I had always m ain­ 
tained, and still m aintain, th at public officers should 
be absolutely free to give or withhold a contribution 
for the a:d of the political party of hie choice. 
It 
ha«, however, boon urged, and doubtless not w ith­ 
out foundation, th at by the solicitation of superiors, 
and by other modes,* such contributions have at 
times been obtained from {>crsons whose only motive 
for giving was the fear of what might befill them if 
they refused. 
It goes without saying th at such 
contributions are not voluntary, and in my judg­ 
m ent their collection should be prohibited by law*. 
A bill which will effectually supprets them will re­ 
ceive my cordial approval. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
I hope that, however numerous and urgent may 
be the demands upon your attention, the interests 
•f this district will not he forgotten. The denial to 
its residents of the great right of suffrage in its re­ 
lation to national, state and municipal action, im ­ 
poses on Congress the duty * f affording the best ad- 
m inistr tlon which its wisdom c»n devise. 
The re ­ 
port of the District Commissioners indicates certain 
measures whose adoption would seem to he very de­ 
sirable. 
I instance in particular those which relate 
I© arrears of tax to steam railroads, and to the as­ 
sessment of real property. 


TWO IMPORTANT QUESTIONS, * 
Among the questions which have been the topic 
of recent debate in the halls of Congress, none are 
of greater gravity than those relating to the ascer­ 
tainm ent of ti e vote for the Presidential Electors 
and the intendm ent of the Constitution in its pro­ 
visions for devolving executive functions upon the 
Vice-President when the President suffers from in­ 
ability to discharge the powers and duties of his 
office. 
! trust th at no em barrassm ent may result 
from a failure to determine these questions before 
another National election. 


CONCLUSION. 
The closing year has been replete with blessings 
We owe to the Giver of all Good our reverent ac­ 
knowledgment for the uninterrupted harm ony of 
our foreign relations ; for the death of svctional ani­ 
m osities; for the exuberance of our harvests and 
th e trium ph a of our mining and m anufacturing in­ 
terests : for the prevalence of health ; f«r the spread 
of intelligence and the conservation of the public 
in terest; for the growth of the country in all ele­ 
m ents of national greatness. 
For these and c u n t­ 
ies? other blessif ga we should rejoice and be glad. 
I tn tst that under the inspiration of this great pros­ 
perity our counsels may be harmonious, and that 
the dictates of prudence, patriotism , justice and 
economy may govern the aioption of measure* in 
which the Congress and the Executive may hearti y 
unite.

W ashington, December 4th.—The Senate 
met at 11 o’clock, and after prayer the Presi­ 
dent wa» notified th at the Senate was ready 
for bueines». 
Hale introduced a bill to increase the num­ 
ber of .Judges of the Alabama Claims Com­ 
mission to tire. 
The Senate reconvened at 1:30, and soon 
after had the message read. 
Edmunds, in discussing an army measure, 
said the country seemed to be dissatisfied 
about everything th at Congress did of late. 
A fter disposing of a few private bills, and 
having heard the various reports and the 
announcement of the death of Drown and 
Hill, the Senate adjourned. 
H ouse o f Itep resen litlv es. 
W a s h in g to n , December 4th,—In conse­ 
quence of the unrescinded order of last ses­ 
sion, fixing 11 A. H. as the hour for the daily 
assembling of the House, the second session 
of th at body to-day was opened by the 
Speaker a t th at hour. 
The galleries were 
comfortably filled, and en the flior was a 
bustling throng of members engaged in 
friendly greetings and the exchange of jocu­ 
lar remarks in reference to the recent elec­ 
tions. 
The appearance of the Chamber has 
not changed, the same dingy carpet covering 
the floor, though a thorough revarniehing of 
the desks tends to make the hall look brighter. 
The desk occupied during the last session by 
Updegreff, of Ohio, was tastefully draped in 
blsck and ornamented with fliwers. 
In the opening prayer, the Chaplain al­ 
luded to the death of Lowe and Updegraff, 
and gave thanks th at the other members 
were preserved, during the recess, in health 
and prosperity. 
The Speaker then formally declared the 
session opened, and the Clerk proceeded to 
call the roll. 
Two hundred and two memhers were pres­ 
ent, and the new members sworn in. 
Moulton presented the credentials of Caine, 
claiming to be delegate from U tah. 
The President was informed that the House 
was ready for business. 
The Spaaker presented the report of the 
Tariff Commission. 
Kxeson’s resolution was adopted, allowing 
the Civil Service Committee to report at any 
time. 
[This caused much jocular remarks.] 
The President’s me?»3ga was read, tne 
deaths of Lowe and Updegraff announced, 
and the House adjourned. 
T he TurifT C om m ission K eporl. 
W a s h in g to n , December 4th.—The report 
of the Tariff Commission says a substantial 
reduction of the tariff has been aimed at. 
An average reduction of rates, including that 
from the enlargement of the fies lint and the 
abolition of duties on charges and commis­ 
sions, of 20 to 25 per cent., has been made. 
The reduction in many cases has been 45 to 
50 per cent. 
If the reduction is a3 large as 
the Commission expect, and if the opponents 
of the present economical system say truly 
th at the duty on manufactures or agricult­ 
ural products enhances prices to coisumers 
on what is imported, and also on domestic 
productions, then the reduction will benefit 
the consumers to the extent of SI,000,000. 
The Jea n n ette C ourt. 
W ashington, December 4th.—In the Jean­ 
nette Court to-day Xinderm an’s story was 
continued. 
The Judge Advocate says Col­ 
lins' letter has not been rejected in evidence, 
as reported, but is in abeyance. 
Ninderman 
described the burial of Ericksen, and during 
the narrative was much affected. 
H e said 
they carried the body wrapped in a flag to 
the river, cut a hole in the ice and p u ' the 
corpse therein, and th at the tide carried the 
body under the ice. 
Adjourned till to­ 
morrow. 
M rs. P acheco's Illn ess. 
W a s h in g to n , December 4th.—Represent­ 
ative Pacheco to-day obtained an indefinite 
leave of absence, on account of sickness in 
his family. 
Mrs. Pacheco, his wife, is lying 
seriously ill in New Y ork with inflammatory 
rheumatism, and the doctors have ordered her 
to Florida. 
Mr. Pachec > left for New York 
this afternoon, and will accompany her on 
her trip South as soon as she can be moved. 
T he Langtry-LaI>ou< here M ailer. 
N e w Y o r k , December 4th.—Mrs. 
La- 
bouchere ssy s she had no trouble with Mrs. 
Langtry, but according to the original pro­ 
gramme is 
going to visit the 
Southern 
cities, while L angtry goes to Boston. 
She 
told 
another 
interviewer, 
however, that 
"since snch absurd statem ents have been 
made, I will say th at I have not quarreled 
with Mrs. Laugtry. 
I have no wish to quar­ 
rel with her, but I have had occasion to re­ 
monstrate with her in regard to certain ac­ 
quaintances formed by her in thi3 city, which 
seemed to me likely to interfere with her suc­ 
cess on the stage, and certain to interfere 
with my own comfort a#' her friend and com­ 
panion. 
She did not take these remon­ 
strances in good part, and insisted on keep­ 
ing up this acquaiutance at Boston. 
I then 
told her plainly th at I could not possibly con­ 
sent to accompany her under the circum­ 
stances, and she preferred to go to Boston 
alone.
